In  the  beginning  of  1934. auto- 
mobiles were  sold  at  the  factory 
price  without  the  accoutrements 
that  go  with  them  today — rear- 
view  mirror,  windshield  cleaner, 
bumpers,  shock  absorbers,  sun  visor 
and  so  on.  Such  additional  fea- 
tures as  oil  filter,  air  cleaner  and 
fuel  cleaner  were  unknown  then, 
while  today  they  are  Integral  parts 
of  the  car. 

Tne  motorist  of  1924  had  to  buy 
an  extra  motor  heal  indicator 
which  he  get*  today  on  the  dash- 
board In  front  of  him.  Be  fvad  Uo 
worry  about  the  sudden  overheat- 
ing of  the  engine  because  of  the 
lack  of  thermostat,  which  is  part  of 
nearly  every  automobile  sold  today 
He  had.  to  climb  out  behind  to  see 
how  much  he  had  in  the  fuel  tank 
— another  Inconvenience  eliminated 
by  modern  Ingenuity. 

Five  years  ago  the  automotive 
engine  was  far  from  the  advanced 
product  It  Is  today — although  to- 
day's still  has  to  go  some  for  the 
best  that  can  be  obtained  from  H 
(Yet.  In  these  short  five  years,  the 
motor  block  has  been  cast  is  a 
'stronger  alloy,  the  pistons  have 
been  made  of  more  powerful  ma- 
terial rather  than  mere  cast  Iron, 
the  valves  have  been  strengthened 
and  arranged  so  that  greater  power 
smoother  performance  and  addi- 
tional fuel  economy  may  be  gained 
from  the  motor's  operation. 

In  addition,  a  torsional  balancer 
has  been  added  to  Ihe  crankshaft 
in  order  to  reduce  engine  vibration. 
This  main  shaft,  the  camshaft, 
piston  rods  and  wrist  puis  have 
been  drilled  through  so  that  lull 
pressure  lubrication  over  all  mov- 
ing parts  may  be  effected  on  the 
average  automobile.  The  entire 
engine  has  been  suspended  on 
rubber,  and  all  Its  moving  parts 
more  finely  balanced  to  afford 
much  smoother  operation  than  we 
experienced  five  years  ago. 
So  great  has  been  the  progress  in

Speedometers  are  accepted  by  vir- 
tually every  motorist  as  good  for  the 
life  of  the  car  without  any  attention 
I  rum  the  car  owner.  This  assump- 
tion, in  a  large  measure,  Is  correct. 
Still,  those  who  have  tried  it  re- 
port excellent  results  from  the 
practice  of  taking  the  speedometer 
to  the  srevice  man  for  cleaning  and 
lubrication  every  10.OOQ  to  15.000 
miles.  Incidentally,  having  the  m- 
strument  recalibrated  during  this 
operation  will  serve  to  eliminate 
possible  inaccuracies  in  both  speed- 
ometer and  odometer  recording 
units.

Record  Output  of 
Trucks  and  Buses 
During  1928 

QURPASSING  all  previous 
O  records,  motor  trucks  and 
bus  production  in  United 
States  and  Canada  during 
1928  continued  at  higher 
levels  than  ever  before,  to 
reach  an  estimated  total  of 
58ti.000  for  the  year.  The  ex- 
tent of  the  increase  in  pro- 
duction during  1938  is  ap- 
parent when*  the  new  record 
Is  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious high  mark  of  531.828 
made  in  1925  The  gams  made 
during  the  yeur  were  almost 
entirely  due  to  a  greatly  en- 
larged output  of  light,  fast 
trucks  of  less  than  two- ton 
capacity,  as  Indicated  by  an 
estimated  production  of  531.- 
000  In  this  capacity  In  1928  as 
compared  with  476.702  In  the 
same  capacity  in  1925.  Pro- 
duction of  trucks  of  two- ton 
capacity  and  over  showed  a 
gain  of  approximately  10.000 
vehicles  over  the  1925  figure.

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1929  Promises  to  Be  Big  Year  for  Tire  Industr 


More  Tires  Made  and 
Sold  in  1928  Than 
In  Any  Previous  Year 

Despite  Huge  Turnover  Profits  Showed  Great 
Curtailment,  Particularly  in  Retail  Depart- 
ment, But  Enabled  Industry  to  Recover  and 
Close  Strong  After  Earlier  Setback 


50,000,000  Units  Handled 

By  Dealers  During  Twelvemonth 


By  JEROME  T.  SHAW  (Editor.  Tire*  Magazine) 

AFTER  experiencing  a  setback  almost  as  disastrous  as  the 
depression  of  1920  in  the  first  six  months  of  1928.  the  auto- 
mobile tire  manufacturers  closed  the  year  with  new  pro- 
duction and  sales  marks  and  were  in  a  fair  way  of  showing  a  profit 
lor  the  twelve  months'  operations.  Six  months  ago  the  industry 
was  In  financial  straits,  In  so  far  as  current  operations  were  con- 
cerned, with  the  reports  of  most  major  companies  showing  sub- 
stantial losses  and  material  depreciation  of  die  reserves  set  up 
from  the  successful  operations  in  1927 


Two  factors  were  primarily  re- 
sponsible for  this  situation.  One 
was  the  break  in  crude  rubber 
price*  following  the  announcement 
>y  the  Brltlah  Government  of  its 
mention  to  abandon  the  Stevenson 
Rubber  Restrictions  Act  In  Novem- 
ber, a  market  decline  that,  It  is 
estimated,  coat  the  rubber  Industry 
well  over  $60,000,000.  A  dormant 
retail  tire  market  representative  of 
conditions  in  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try was  the  other  reason  for  dla- 
ouragement  in  the  industry  during 
.he  first  two  quarters  of  the  year. 

The  final  half  of  1928  saw  a  com- 
plete change  In  the  ml  nation  In- 
ventory losses  were  behind  the 
manufacturers  and  a  record-break- 
ing production  mark  was  necessary 
meet  the  demand  for  tires  from 
the  retail  field.  It  is  not  expected 
that  all  the  tire  factories  completed 
the  year  with  profits,  bur  if  the  fi- 
nancial statement  of  one  of  the 
leading  companies  covering  the 
year  ended  last  October  can  be 
taken  as  a  criterion,  the  industry 
was  exceptionally  successful  In  ex- 
tricating itself  from  a  delicate  II- 
nanclal  position. 

MANUFACTURING   AND  RETAIL 

Both  from  a  manufacturing  and 
retail  standpoint,  the  low  selling 
price  of  tne  finished  product  re- 


sulted in  a  great  curtailment  ol  net 
profits  in  spile  of  the  startling  rec- 
ord established  in  unit  sales.  More 
tires  were  made  and  sold  last  year 
than  in  any  twelve  month  period 
but  profits  were  far  from  being  sat- 
isfactory, particularly  In  the  retail 
branch  of  the  business. 

When  the  final  official  statistics 
for  the  year  are  tabulated,  it  Is  ex- 
pected that  even  the  most  optimis- 
tic tire  production  expectations  of 
the  manufacturers  will  be  more 
than  realized.  In  1W7  the  output 
of  pneumatic  tires  was  64.000.000, 
and  It  was  expected  that  last  year 
a  total  of  7 'J  .000.000  would  be  at- 
tained. Indications  now  point  to 
the  record  production  of  75.000,000 
pneumatic  tires  of  all  sizes  and 
t.?pes  being  established  for  1928. 
The  output  for  the  first  ten  months, 
based  on  the  records  of  the  Rubber 
Association  of  America,  totaled 
more  than  68.000.000  units. 

Fifteen  years  ago  the  tire  manu- 
facturers rejoiced  when  the  output 
for  the  year  reached  the  8.000.000

Retail  sales  of  tires  were  greater 
than  ever  belorr  in  1928.  the  deal- 
ers passing  on  about  50.000.000  tires, 
compared  with  45.000.000  In  1927, 
bur  profitable  operations,  gauged  by 
returns  in  other  fields  of  merchan- 
dising, were  comparatively  few. 

One  encouraging  development  of 
the  yast  year  was  the  adoption  of  a 
list  of  standard  sizes  to  cover  bal- 
lon tires,  a  programme  that  holds 
prospects  of  affecting  marked  econ- 
omy in  the  retail  and  manufactur- 
ing branches  of  the  Industry.  Since 
the  introduction  of  the  balloon  tire 
in  1925,  tire  men  have  been  con- 
founded with  a  wide  range  of  tire 
sizes. 

HUGE   STOCKS  NEEDED 

The  situation  became  such  thai 
a  dealer,  in  order  to  be  equipped 
to  handle  the  requirements  of  all 
prospective  customers,  would  be 
called  upon  to  stock  close  to  200 
different  sizes  and  types  of  tires. 

Passenger  cars  of  1928  modeb 
were  equipped  with  twenty-four 
different  sizes  of  balloon  tires,  but

Shipments  of  all  types  of  tires, 
tire  rtpalr  material*  and  sundries 
during  1928  had  a  wholesale  value 
ot  $850,000,000.  based  on  statistics 
provided  by  the  Rubber  Association 
ol  America,  and  estimating  the  re- 
turns lor  the  last  quarter. 

Of  the  sale  made  by  the  tide  in- 
dustry las*,  year,  close  to  80  per 
cent  represented  pneumatic  tires 
for  passenger  cars  and  trucks 
About  67  per  cent  of  the  pneumatics 
made  and  84  per  cent  of  the  pneu- 
matics shipped  In  1928  were  of  the 
balloon  type,  a  tire  use  exclusively 
as  equipment  on  new  cars  for  the 
last  three  years.

Rt.MAKKABLE  RECORD 

Since  1921  this  remarkable  pro- 
duction record  has  been  made  in 
the  face  of  a  gradual  but  constant 
reduction  in  the  number  of  oper- 
ating tire  factories.  In  1921  there 
were  183  tire  manulacturlng  con- 
cerns, some  of  which  operated  more 
than  one  plant,  and  in  1924  this 
number  waA  reduced  to  125.  Last 
year  forty-eight  companies,  thirteen 
of  which  were  subsidiaries  of  larger 
organizations  and  did  not  have 
their  own  manufacturing  plants, 
produced  about  95  per  cent  of  the 
output  of  the  Industry,  and  It  is 
estimated  that  about  twenty  manu- 
facturers shared  In  the  remaining 
5  per  cent. 

Just  as  profits  In  the  tire  industry 
were  assured  in  1927  by  the  stable 
price  of  rubber,  so  were  they  dis- 
turbed in  1928  by  the  drop  of  close 
to  SO  per  cent  in  the  Hprin*  because 
of  the  announcement  of  the  aban- 
donment of  the  British  crude  rub- 
ber export  restriction  scheme,  ef- 
fective November  1.  During  1927 
the  price  of  rubber  in  New  York 
ranged  from  a  low  of  33  cents  a 
pound  in  September  to  a  high  of 
413-4  in  March,  with  41  cents  be- 
ing registered  at  the  close  of  the 
year

Detect  Deflections 

There  is  little  use  in  trying  to 
stop  front  wheels  from  fihimmylnj 
if  the  fault  Is  in  the  wheels  them- 
selves. In  this  case  the  only  sale 
thing  to  do  is  to  replace  the  bad 
wheel. 

In  order  to  determine  whether 
the  trouble  is  In  the  wheel  Itself, 
or  in  the  steering  gear.  Jack  up  the 
fiont  wheels  in  turn  and  spin  them 
II  the  wheel  is  out  of  true,  it  will 
wobble  and  Jerk,  even  when  run- 
ning free.  This  means  one  thing 
a  new  wheel. 

Watching  the  wear  on  your  tiro- 
is  a  good  way  to  be  warned  when 
your  front  wheels  are  not  true,  for 
uneven  wear  on  the  tread  is  a  sure 
sign  that  something  is  wrong  This 
may  be  only  the  fact  that  the 
wheels  are  "out  of  line."  or  it  may 
be  the  more  serious  trouble  men- 
tioned above.  A  wheel  Is  made 
untrue  by  a  sudden  violent  bump 
or  Jolt  while  it  is  running.

Do  not  stop  on  a  curve.  Before  stopping,  make  r-urc  that  there 
is  a  clear  space  of  at  least  100  yards  in  front  and  to  the  rear  of 
your  car. 

To  Mop  and  start  with  safety  means  that  there  must  be  a  clear 
view  of  the  roadway  a  sufficient  distance  ahead  and  to  the  rear.

Public  In- 
terest, coupled  with  a  vehicle  move- 
ment that  was  unloosed  for  a  few 
years  ago.  have  resulted  during  the 
past  year  In  Intelligent  effort  on  the 
part  of  a  large  number  of  communi- 
ties to  solve  the  traffic  problem 
created  by  the  motor  car.  "Through" 
streets  and  traffic  control  systems, 
for  example,  have  been  established 
In  many  places.

The  Indiscriminate  parking  of  for- 
mer years,  In  the  larger  cities  at 
least,  rapidly  giving  place  to  "no- 
parking"  regulations  on  one  side  or 
other  of  main  streets  during  rush 
hours,  and  other  similar  provisions. 
One  has,  during  1828.  caught  a 
clearer  view  of  the  day  when  motor 
car  traffic  will  be  regulated  with 
maximum  efficiency.  Buildings  are 
already  being  constructed  which 
provide  parking  space  for  the  oar  on 
the  same  floor  as  the  owner's  office. 
Most  large  stores  now  provide  park- 
ing spaces. 

At  the  same  time  highways  are 
being  gradually  widened  and  dupli- 
cated to  keep  pace  with  the  growth 
in  the  number  of  motor  cars.  Dur- 
ing 1838  highway  development 
reached  a  figure  never  before  at- 
tained, with  an  expenditure  by  the 
provincial  governments  alone  of  ap- 
proximately 830.000,000. 

Naturally  Just  as  this  development 
has  been  largely  influenced  by  the 
motor  car  so.  In  Its  turn.  It  has 
brought  increased  sales,  Ax  the  in- 
vestment In  cars  and  highways 
grows,  wise  people  desire  to  get 
twelve  full  months'  return  from 
these  investments.  So  we  find  that 
during  the  Winter  of  1837-38  more 
attention  was  paid  than  ever  before 
to  the  task  of  keeping  main  high- 
ways open  In  Winter.  whUe  Indica- 
tions are  that  during  the  present 
Winter  season  the  motorist  will  be 
able  to  travel  not  only  between 
most  of  the  important  cities  in  the 
Bast  but  also  between  a  number  of 
Western  communities. 

rOLICT  OF  OPEN  ROADS 
To  indicate  the  practical  results  of 
a  policy  of  open  roads,  it  is  Interest- 
ing to  note  that  while  In  1824-28 
Ontario's  gas  tax  brought  In  only 
1838.485  during  the  four  Winter 
months,  the  revenue  for  the  corre- 
rponding  period  two  years  later  was 
11.031.751. 

The  combination  of  a  mild  Win- 
ter tn  many  sections  of  the  country 
and  of  this  policy  of  snow  removal 
failed,  however,  to  start  the  auto- 
mobile Industry  auspiciously  on  its 
production  year.  January  output 
was  lees  than  for  any  January  since 
1831.  February  and  March  were  also 
low  Thus  It  is  all  the  more  sur- 
prising that  the  total  production  of 
the  industry  In  Canada  for  the  ten 
months  ending  in  October  created 
an  all-time  record  exceeding  the 
highest  previous  full  year-  that  of 
1930 —  by  more  than  8  per  cent.  This 
tan  months'  output  amounted  to 
221.188  oars  and  trucks  as  compared 
with  108,331  during  the  first  ten 
months  of  1827  and  204.727  for  the 
entire  year  or  1828. 

Pinal  figures  for  the  year  are  not 
at  the  time  of  writing  available,  but 
there  Is  no  doubt  that  the  Domin- 
ion as  a  motor  car  manufacturer 
has  passed  England,  which  last  year 
produced  231.830  car*,  snd  France, 
whose  record  In  1827  was  190.000. 
This  lifts  us  from  fourth  place  and 
leaves  us  In  second  position,  ex- 
ceeded only  by  the  United  States, 
whose  estimated  1928  production  of 
4.000.000  automobiles  Is  still  some 
way  beyond  us. 

To  attain  the  record  1838  produc- 
tion after  the  slow  start  of  the  first 
three  months,  th*  automo**'-  indus- 
try has  been  working  at  tremendous 
speed  ever  since.  For  six  months, 
beginning  in  May.  each  succeeding 
month  marked  an  all-time  record  of 
Increase  over  the  corresponding 
period  In  any  previous  year.  In  May, 
1928.  the  output  of  33.942  automo- 
biles was  the  largest  of  any  month 
in  the  history  of  the  Industry.  In 
previous  years  there  has  been  a 
noticeable  failing  off  after  May.  but 
this  year  was  remarkable  for  its 
lack  of  such  falling  off.  August  pro- 
duction, in  fact,  was  more  than 
twice  as  great  as  any  previous  Aug- 
ust, with  a  total  of  31345  automo- 
biles. 

FASSE8  MILLION  MARK 
With  such  increases  in  production. 
Canada  BjMM  the  million  mark  in 
registration*  half-way  through  the 
year  At  the  close  of  1837  there 
were  945.673  cars  in  the  Dominion. 
During  the  first  ten  months  of  1828

There  is  now  a  oar  or  truck  for 
every  8.8  people  in  Canada,  as  com- 
pared to  last  year's  one  to  every  8.5 
people  and  the  United  tttates  one 
to  every  five.  Next  to  us  on  the  list 
of  car -owning  countries  Is  Australia, 
with  one  car  to  every  fourteen  of 
her  people.  And.  as  a  matter  ol 
amusing  comparison  the  last  coun- 
try on  that  list  is  China,  with  one 
car  to  every  30.000  of  its  population. 

So  much  for  the  statistics  of  pro- 
duction Figures  alone  can  give  no 
adequate  Idea  of  the  expansion  of 
the  automobile  industry  during  1828. 
Even  more  Important,  perhaps,  was 
the  Increased  proportion  of  Cana- 
dian content  in  cars  manufactured 
in  Canada.  Many  new  sources  of 
material  were  developed  during  the 
year,  and  thus  the  Influence  of  the 
industry  as  a  whole  was  enlarged. 

Canadian  manufacturers  spent 
more  than  five  million  dollars  dur- 
ing the  year  on  expansion  pro- 
grammes, in  anticipation  of  a 
steadily  growing  demand  for  Cana- 
dian cars.  Regina.  Wolkerville,  To- 
ronto and  Oshawa  will,  as  a  result, 
see  largely  Increased  manufacturing 
facilities  available  in  1838.  The  Re- 
gina development— an  entire  new 
manufacturing  plant  opened  in  De- 
cember by  General  Motors  of  Can- 
ada—has been  perhaps  the  most 
noteworthy  development  during  the 
year  throughout  the  whole  Industry. 
It  has  been  heralded  by  business 
prophets  as  marking  the  Inaugura- 
tion of  a  new  era  of  development 
for  Western  Canada.  Cars  have 
never  before  been  manufactured 
west  of  Winnipeg  Already  the  new 
automobile  Industry  has  attracted  a 
group  of  other  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments around  It.  An  inter- 
esting feature  of  this  development 
is  that  its  peak  production  and 
•lack  periods  work  in  admirably 
*lth  the  times  when  the 
farmer  needs  help 
respectively. 

NEW  S  1.500.000  PLANT 
In  Walkervllle.  a  plant  reported  to 
be  costing  81.500,000  is  under  erec- 
tion by  Chrysler,  and  here,  too,  was 
the  scene  of  the  development  by 
Oeneral  Motors  of  Canada  during 
1828  of  Important  truck -building 
operations.  It  was  In  this  border 
city,  also,  that  a  distinctly  forward 
step  was  taken  last  month  when 
Oeneral  Motors  began  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  new  Chevrolet  slx- 
cyllnder  motors  which  will  be  used 
during  1829  in  all  Canadian-built 
Chevrolet  cars.  Further  east,  large 
sums  were  spent  in  Toronto  by  Dur- 
ant  and  Willys-Overland,  and  In 
Oshawa  by  Oeneral  Motors.  Other 
Canadian  companies  by  no  means 
stood  still. 

These  notable  expansion  pro- 
grammes Were  carried  out  in  spite 
of  steadily  mounting  imports  of 
foreign-built  cars.  For  the  first 
mne  months  of  1928.  imports  were 
42.545  cars,  an  Increase  of  360  per 
cent  over  a  similar  period  of  1824 

As  previously  intimated,  one  fac- 
tor In  the  growth  of  the  automobile 
Industry  has  been  that  cars  are  un- 
doubtedly getting  better  year  by 
year.  A  chronicle  of  the  year's 
progress  could  not  be  called  com- 
plete which  did  not  touch  on  the 
improvements  that  have  been  made 
in  the  cars  themselves.  By  making 
the  automobile  more  "foolproof 
and  easier  to  handle  in  safety,  these 
improvements  have  enabled  an  over- 
growing number  of  people  to  enjoy 
the  use  of  cars. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  1838 
four-wheel  brakes  were  found  for 
the  first  time  on  practically  all  cars 
-a  tremendously  important  safety 
feature.  During  the  year  nearly 
every  new  car  announcement  fea- 
tured a  stepping -up  in  power,  while 
the  last  month  has  been  a  definite 
trend  from  the  four-cylinder  models 
towards  sixes.  Among  important 
mechanical  refinemenu  during  the 
year  have  been  the  substitution  of 
the  more  reliable  fuel  pump  In  place 
of  the  vacuum-tank  system,  the 
more  general  use  of  chromium  plat- 
ing, the  institution  on  the  more 
expensive  can  of  non-clashing  gear 
mechanism,  and  a  definite  trend  to- 
ward higher  compression  engines. 
INCREASED  INTEREST

Without  standardization  and  re- 
sultant volume  production,  the  Can- 
adian motor  industry  could  never 
have  reached  its  present  status  How 
important  Is  that  status  may  be 
judged  from  the  fact  that  for  the 
first  two  months  of  1928  the  pro- 
duction of  motor  cars  was  valued  at 
$139,909  876  Until  this  last  year  the 
automotive  Industry  has  ranked 
sixth  In  value  of  products,  among 
the  industries  of  the  Dominion.  It 
is.  however,  probable  that  during 
1928  it  will  be  found  to  have  been  a 
strong  competitor  with  the  dairy 
and  lumber  Industries  for  fourth 
place,  being  exceeded  only  by  pulp

BBSOUBCBS  AND  CONTENT 

Contributing  .largely  to  this  ad- 
vance was.  of  course,  the  develop- 
ment already  mentioned,  or  new 
Canadian  sources  and  increasing 
Canadlan  content.  In  Its  turn  this 
development  brought  a  large  addi- 
tion during  the  year  to  the  number 
of  Canadians  dependent  on  the  In- 
dustry for  a  livelihood.  In  1827  the 
average  number  of  employees  was 
11.063  and  the  wage  bill  $18,802,848 
The  1828  figures  are  certain  to  be 
very  much  greater. 

Deriving  much  of  Us  activity  from 
the  prosperity  of  the  country,  the 
automobile  industry  has  contributed 
during  the  year  In  a  surprising 
number  of  ways  to  the  maUiteuance 
of  this  prosperity.  For  example,  the 
revenue  derived  I  rota  molar  vehicle 
registrations  and  gasoline  taxes  In 
the  various  provinces  will  have  been 
in  the  neighborhood  of  828.000.000 
dollars  for  the  past  year,  while  Im- 
port duties  and  excise  taxes  seem 
likely  to  have  raised  the  receipts  by 
provinces  and  Dominion  to  some- 
thing over  $60,000,000.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  no  other  tndustt 
utes  so  handsomely  to  the 
munal  purse. 

Yet  this  is  only  the  beginning  of 
the  story.  So  closely  Is  the  auto- 
motive Industry  wrapped  up  in  the 
country's  life  that  instances  of  Its 
contributions  to  this  life  are  easy 
to  enumerate.  The  railways,  for 
example,  are  beneficiaries  to  a  very 
large  extent.  For  freight  and  ex- 
press In  and  out  of  its*  Oshawa 
plant.  Oeneral  Motors  alone  paid 
some  $5,000,000  to  the  two  roads  In 
1928.  Widely  distributed  Canadian 
stockholders  in  motor  companies 
have  received  during  1928  millions 
in  dividend  distributions. 

The  Industry  has  steadily  built 
up  around  itaeir,  in  addition,  a 
whole  array  of  associated  Industries 
providing  parts,  materials  and  ac- 
cessories. This  group  is  practically 
as  large  as  the  parent  Industry,  sad 
provides  employment  for  thousand* 
of  workers.  How  diverse  are  these 
dependent  concerns  may  be  Indi- 
cated by  one  interesting  but  com- 
paratively unimportant  example.  In 
the  1929  licence  markers  for  the 
automobiles  of  Ontario  approxi- 
mately 2*1  tons  of  sheet  steel  was 
used,  and  half  a  hundred  workers 
took  three  months  to  make  the 
Bflglgg 

UftCH  -by  PRonrcTs- 
Contrastlng  with  this  tiny  "by- 
product" of  the  automobile  are 
Others  of  first  magnitude,  such  as 
oil  and  gasoline,  textiles  for  uphol- 
stering, tires,  hardwood  and  glass  for 
bodies,  and  many  besides.  Like  the 
automobile  Industry  Itself  these  kin- 
dred manufactures  have  found  1928 
s  prosperous  year  There  Is  every 
indication  that  this  prosperity  will 
continue  during  1928 

More  people  will  this  Spring  have 
an  opportunity  to  view  the  first 
showings  of  the  new  •  motor  car 
model*  than  during  any  previous 
year.  Not  so  long  ago  the  Mont- 
real Motor  Show  was  the  only  Win- 
ter show  in  the  Dominion.  Isurt 
year,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  a 
pretentious  show  was  held  tn  Winni- 
peg. The  first  month  of  1828  saw 
a  great  motor  show  in  Toronto  U> 
add  to  these  two.  and  numerous 
other  dties  are  planning  similar 
events. 

With  such  public  interest  and 
support  It  Is  fitting  that  the  cars 
displayed  at  these  Shows  should  ex- 
hibit greater  value*  than  it  has  ever 
been  possible  to  obtain  before  Price* 
of  most  other  commodities  have  in- 
creased since  Ihe  war.  so  that  the 
dollar  todsy     will  buy  only  what 


sixty-one  cents  would  purchase  in 
1914  But  automobile  prices  have 
descended  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  dollar  when  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  an  automobile  will  buy  to- 
day more  than  $1.07  would  buy  tn 
1914.  With  its  product  on  such  an 
attractive  basis  of  value,  with  the 
public  keenly  interested,  and  with 
evidences  of  continued  prosperity 
throughout  the  Dominion,  the  motor 
industry  looks  forward  confidently 
to  the  coming  year.

Virtually  every  de- 
vice essential  to  safety,  comfort, 
convenience  and  satisfactory  opera- 
tion, according  to  the  most  ap- 
proved standards,  are  carried  in  the 
1920  cars.

A  report  from  Washington,  DC, 
states  that  the  American  Road 
Builders'  Association  has  been  of- 
ficially advised  that  during  1027  the 
American  motorists  spent  $376,388.- 
000  in  Canada.

MUCH  PUNISHMENT 
TAKEN  BT  CHAINS 


Each  Cross  Link  Strikes  Pavement 
660    Time*    in  Koch 
Mile  of  Ron 

Chains  take  a  great  deal  of  pun- 
ishment during  a  Winter  s  usage, 
but  they  give  a  proportionate  amount 
to  the  automobile. 

On  a  30  by  4.40  tire.  It  has  been 
pointed  out.  a  cross  link  hits  the 
pavement  660  times  in  a  mile.  When 
the  car  has  gone  100  miles,  each 
cross  link  has  come  into  contactwlth 
hard  pavement  or  Ice  66.000  times. 

Add  to  this  pounding  the  strains 
of  braking,  starting  and  pulling,  and 
little  more  may  be  expected  of 
chains. 

DO  NT  BE  CARELESS 

In  return  for  this  hard  usage  the 
chains  take  their  revenge  out  of  the 
tires,  force  the  engine  to  work  hard- 
er and  may  even  rip  holes  into  the 
fenders. 

This  Is.  of  course.  If  the  driver  l* 
careless  about  them. 

Proper  attachment  of  chains  and 
careful  driving  will  afford  the  moat 
possible  benefit  out  of  them  and  the 
last  possible  harm  to  tires,  engine, 
or  other  parts  of  the  car 

In  the  first  place,  the  chains  must 
be  put  on  loosely  to  allow  them  to 
work  their  way  around  the  tires.  If 
they  are  tight  they  will  stay  in  one 
position  cutting  into  the  casings  and 
causing  tire  trouble  A  little  play 
will  cause  even  wear  on  the  Urea  all 
around. 

The  chains,  however,  must  not  be 
too  loose  or  they  will  rattle  against 
the  fenders  when  Uie  car  is  going 
and  will  break  easily.  Purthcrmor'-. 
constant  tapping  of  a  chain  on  the 
same  spot  will  eventually  wear  a  neat 
hole  there 

Rubber  chains,  on  the  contrary, 
must  be  applied  as  tight  as  possible 
A  good  way  to  do  thU  U  to  let  out 
about  five  or  ten  pounds  of  air  from 


the  tires,  put  on  the  chains  as 
closely  as  possible  and  then  tighten 
them  up  by  boosting  the  reduced  air 
pressure  In  the  tires  again  to  what 
is  required  ror  driving. 

Applied  tightly,  rubber  chains  will 
help  l^ntfthen  the  life  of  the  tires. 
They  may  be  kept,  on  all  Winter,  no 
matter  what  the  weather  or  condi- 
tion of  the  pavement,  for  they  are 
no  bother  either  In  driving  or  in  the 
way  of  comfort. 

With  chains  applied,  motorists 
might  feel  safe  to  skim  along  the 
iciest  roads  with  perfect  safety.  But 
chained  Urea  skid  as  well  as  un- 
chained. Chains  are  helpful  for 
good  traction,  but  they  are  useless 
when  the  car  begins  U>  skid. 

Tire  chain  manufacturers  say  that 
drivers  should  not  go  more  than 
twenty-five  miles  an  hour  when 
chains  are  on  the  tires.  WenUirr 
conditions  alone  should  compel  us 
to  keep  within  this  limit 

Because  of  the  modern  hard  pave- 
ment, it  la  advisable  to  keep  chains 
on  Uie  Ures  only  when  necessary 
Chains  on  dry  pavements  are  harm- 
ful to  the  tires,  make  riding  un- 
comfortable, are  a  strain  on  the 
engine,  and  wear  out  Taster.
